He is beloved 
by his wife, who may be secretly incit- 
ing his friends." 


A Tobacco Cure Patlant Falle Dead. 
OMAHA, Neb., March 30.—Wm. Zell, a 


well-known carpenter, two weeks ago 
decided to quit chewing tobacco and 
with that end in view began taking the 
Keeley tobacco cure. He never drank 
or smoked, but chewed only. He was a 
healthy man and no one thought such 
treatment would injure him.

A NOVKL FLAN 


To Beat the Interstate Commerce JLaw— 


The Scheme Exposed. 


CHICAGO. March SO.—The government 


officials who have been investigating 
recently into the discrimination in 
freight rates in favor of big shippers, 
have struck a novel scheme employed 
by the railroad agents to evade detec- 
tion. In tlie past, ^yllen it was pro- 
posed to give lower rates to the big cus- 
tomers, the legal rate was charged and 
voiichi'ry 
for 
rebates were issued, 


signed by tho trallic manager or rail- 
road agent who gave the rebate. This 
sort of scheme was not diflleult of de- 
tection, and the 
rebate certificates, 


when once secured, bore the signature 
of the railroad agent, and his guilt 
could be easily proved. 


One of the most persistent violators 


of the interstate commerce law hit upon 
a plan which he thought would com- 
pletely cover up the identity of the rail- 
road agent. He proposed to the several 
agents who were in favor of giving 
rates that each agent purchase a ticket 
punch and simply punch the rebate 
certificate. This punch, it was agreed 
was to be as binding upon the agent 
as his signature. 


It is alleged that Half a dozen agents 


of eastern lines are now following this 
ingenious method. One or two of the 
agents refused to adopt it and from 
these the investigators secured their in- 
formation. 
The evidence secured is 


said to be ample to cause a large-sized 
ensation, and the facts will be placed 
in possession of the 
interstate com 


merce commission in a few days, und 
prompt action will be taken to bring 
tbe offenders to time. 


"A punch is as good as a signature for 


the purposes of our investigation;" said 


government official, "and we can 


make the agents swear to their punches 
as to their signatures."

Innocent Girls Deliberately Rained by 


"Prince" Michael—''Angela" on the 


Witness Stand-Blind Faith of 


the Followers ol Mills. 


DBTBOIT, 
Mich., March 
30.—Chief 


Starkweather and Assistant Prosecu- 
tlng-A ttorney Springer examined a num- 
ber of the women brought down from 
the "Prince" Michael colony as wit- 
nesses against "Prince" Michael M. 
Mills and Eliza Courts yesterday. The 
revelations startled the officers and 
showed both the prisoners to be con- 
scienceless demons. Bernice Bickle, a 
pretty girl of 15 years; May Webster, a 
girl of 20; Alice Court, handsome and 
• sister of New Jerusalem, and Carrie 
Bendoy, unblushingly spoke of their re- 
lations with the "prince" and did not 
seem to consider it wrong at all. 


It transpired that with the aid of the 


Courts woman Bernice Bickle had been 
deliberately ruined by the prince. 
Great indignation is felt at little Ber- 
nico's story. In answer to questions 
put to her at the examination, which 
did not seem shocking to the least to 
her but which were revolting in the ex- 
treme to the officers conducting the ex- 
amination, she said that Michael had 
told her that the secrets of the godhead 
must not be revealed, and therefore she 
did not tell her mother anything- about 
it.When the latter was called and was 
informed of what her daughter had said 
she would not believe it until Bernice 
told her it was true. 


When Michael was brought in and 


told of the charges he said coolly: "You 
just prove it." He quoted from the 
scriptures that faUe witnesses would 
appear against htm, but did not deny 
the truth of the charges. 


The examination will be continued 


"Prince" Michael and his fe- 
male associate in crime are occupying 
cells nt the central station, but cannot 
communicate with each other.
